I was looking for Sheila Klein’s piece, Vermonica, which consisted of BSL 
lighting poles inside the shopping center parking lot at the corner of Vermont 
and Santa Monica. I don’t see it there anymore after an almost 25 year run. 
What happened? 

I’m not sure how that public art piece was created, but I know the artist 
worked closely with staff at the Bureau of Street Lighting to procure the 
historic lamps. I believe the CRA might have also been involved. In any event, 
this was an important piece of public art that clearly was a precursor to Chris 
Burden’s Urban Light on Wilshire Boulevard which is now such an important 
piece for Angelenos. 

Then, as I was driving by the BSL Headquarters on Santa Monica, I noticed a 
new installation of street lamps in front of the historic office. Is that what 
happened to Sheila’s piece? 

In any event, I hope Veronica finds a new home somewhere soon. We don’t 
have enough great public art to lose a piece as significant as this one!
